A 
huh- in ni\ country lian an ea.sy tim.'- 
no u'ork bnt. the making of the clotlieH 
and tlie i o of her children: only, if a 
biiby crio she will not take care of it. 
She thro \ itr into, tho corner of the 
Hiiow hon •, and when it ia tpiiet alio 
lakes anil (ict.s it. I will ('Xpbiiii for 
yim how w(! marry in my eouiui-y. The 
man riuii.t. litcal In.s wife. If lie is e;iuglit, 
trying to g.'t her be is killed, for if ho 
is not .tliarp enough to .steal her lliny 
think he is not sharp enough to t^iko 
euro of lier. After he has married her 
be c!ui never leave her. If he JneH ho 
Ik killed. We have no religion in my 
country, but we think a gocul man will 
go to a good place, fi bad man to a bad 
place.

A rucont luiinbor of tlio ICii- 
giueer uioutions tho town of Liptuii, Eiig , 
which qi{c your ago bought thu gus works 
and toolc the supply of light iuto Ihoir 
own hands. ° The result has oxcoedod all 
expectations. Tlui city diirint; tho twoUu- 
month Bold £7001 wortli of gas at tlii-oo 
Bhillin^s por thousand, tho coat to pro 
duco which was £2278, loftrint; a not profit 
of £4720. Tho ditforonco botweoii 80 
cunts or 3 shilliugs and $4 pur thou.sand 
is so marked that one's breath is sus- 
pended in contemplation of what tho 
profits of tho Victoria Gius Co. must bo. 
Coal mid liiiio aro at our door^i and aro 
astonishingly uhuap. Tlie small amount 
of labor uniployod is uot more than 50 
per cent, highur than tho ruling ratus 
in Virginia, and our citizens uro forced — 
because the Gas Company have a monopoly 
— to p.iy 300 por cunt, in excess of a rate 
that in Jiliigland and Virginia yields a 
profit of from 60 to "i) por cunt, on tho 
invoatiiieiit. If the Victoria com[)any ia 
given tho boiiufit of tho disadvaiitagoa of 
liigh labor and an anti(|niitod plant the 
coat of production cannot possibly exceed 
§1 per thousand fuet. Their profits are, 
therefore, simply enormous. Thu gatt 
Works are the best paying concern on tho 
co.ist. There is nothing that pays bettor 
on tho continent. They yield a clour 
profit of 83 par thoufiaiid; if Ihoy do not, 
shareholders should uak thu ruaaun why. 
Fur every $4 tho reader pays the Qas 
Company, ^ go into tho pockets of 
shareholdura, some of whom live in 
Europu on iliu iuvbhuO tliuy draw from 
their iiivoatiiiont bore. Is it any wonder 
that in iniuiy stores and dwelliiig.i coal oil 
has lately been substituted for gas, and 
thiit several stores and workshops are pro- 
paring to light with electricity next win- 
ter j What has been done in Richmond 
and Lipton can bo done here. Tho city 
council should ask tho ratepayers for au- 
thority to pui'chaao a modern and uomiom 
ical plant, and .should prueeed tu manu - 
facture a. better article and supply it at 
$1 por thousand to consumers, and light 
thostruets thoroughly. Gas, if furnisliud 
at that rate, would inimudiatuly supersede 
coal oil in every shop and house; it would 
coiiio into general uao for heating pur- 
poses, and would bo introduced wliorn 
powor is re(iuirod in mH.nufactories to 
drive small ongiues. The consumption 
would be iguadrupled. Tho people havo 
sutfi^red long onough from this heavy lax 
on light, and look to tho preaunt mayor 
and ciiiiiicil tu lift tiio burthun from Llioir 
shouldnrs.

Tho 
answer of the province to the report of 
thceommiasionors should be a re-enaet-

Mr. Duck niovod, aoeouded by 
Mr. Galbraith, that a respectful ad- 
droBB bo preaoutod to the lieut.--go\- 
ornor representing that the nnsanitary 
condition of tho piece of crown land from 
time to time covered by tide wator, sitnatod 
lo the eiiHt of .hinies liay bridK«, within the 
limits of the city of Victoria, ia a nniaaneo 
dangerous to the health of the eitizeua of 
Victoria, and reciuesting his honor to cause 
measures to be taken to abate said iiuisauce. 

Tho mover thought it would not be a 
hard matter to show that the landa ia 
([uestiun wore crown lands under the con- 
trol of tho Liritiah Uoliiiubia legislature, 
and thoroforo tho roaoltttioB waa not an 
iinroaaoiiablo one. IIo would read tho 
deciMiun uf tho privy council in a ease be- 
tween the province and the l)uniinion 
wle re the claim of the forinor was sini 
tiiinod ti> a piece of escheated land. Mr. 
Duck also referroil to tho buuiidaries of 
Victoria oity, which stated that .lames 
Hay hriugo waa within tho said lunil.^; 
and tu the deci.iiuna of eniinent lawyers 
un the same ipnistiiui. As there was iiu 
duulit atiuut the (iruvincial aiithurit.ies 
li.ivmi; junsdietiMU over this land, he 
would ask that the hind in ipiestion bo 
handed uvor tu the city unconditionally. 
Thoy were about to inaugurate a system 
of seweraijo, and could no doubt utilize 
the l;iiid. It mlolll also be made the ter 
iiiinuH of t he Hiand r.uKvay. He liuped, 
lluweviT, that it it w;u, ale.wn that the 
right was vesieil in Ilie Uomiuiuii the pro 
viiic;ial uovoriuiieiit would take such stops 
as Would enable I hem to aociiro thu land 
for tho city of \^icloria. 

Hull. Mr. Davie said that hu had 
li.iteiied with pleasure to tho reiiLirks of 
the [ireviuiis speaker, wliu had shuwn 
great research mi the legal ipiuslluo in 
print. However, there was little duiibt 
that tho land bolvveeii high and low water 
mark waa oonlrole l by the I )Miinniiiii, and 
th;^ altornt?y-gi"!!era| r.-l.e-reil tu a num 
tier uf decisiuim in similar cases, where 
the Duiiiiniun wss ijiven the riglit i>f cuu- 
trfiliiig lands between liigh and luw water 
marks. With the object of the resolution 
he entirely agreed, and thought that if 
this Uii u«u repruaelitud the facta to tho 
Dominion governmont for tho purpose of 
securinii the land to the city, it was all 
th.it coulil be ,isked f.o'. lie would aug- 
gi'Ht 111, it the resulul.iiin be Iramed to that 
ell'ect. 

/Ir. (ialbraith tliuught tho matter 
iniglit bo deferred fur further rliscnssiun. 
There waa no doubt that tho Innda were 
veated in the Dnniiiiion governnient. The 
piece of land in cpieHtion WHS injurious to 
•he health uf the city. There were niuny 
reptots spread al)ruad Last year abunt the 
city's health, and there was little donlit 
that tho land in (pu',<liun was a nuisance 
as at prosont. Tho conaidoration uf 
the queattun should bo dtfforrod. 

Mr. Diinsinuir said that ho wished to 
disabuse the minds of members from the 
idatement made by tho !i'>n. member for 
Victoria, Mr. Duck. He had never 
thought of this piece of land in cnniiec- 
tiun with tho railway terminus. It 
Wuuld no doubt be contral, but tho pur- 
chase of right of way to it would be too 
great to allow of it. It waa ii now idea to 
him. 

Hun. Air. Sinithe said that he thuuyht 
thu resolution ns ut present should nut 
pass, aa it was ha.'.ed upon tho assump- 
tion that the lands woro under tho control 
of the province. The aymjinthy of the 
wiicdo house was with tho object, and hu 
would suggest that the hoii. innvor with- 
draw tile res'jlulion and submit mio that 
wiiiild meet the case better. Tho lion . 
I^eiitleiiian was entitled tu every credit 
for bringing the matter befuri! ihein. 

Mr. Duck with tho consent of the 
hoiiae, withdrew tho roaolution with tho 
undorataiiding that hu wuuld bring an- 
other before tho houuo. 

I'ltOVlNUIAI. KUllllS TO iii:sKi:vi'..s. 
Mr. Duek moved, seriunded by .Mr. (hd- 
bniith. That a respectful addreSH bo [lie- 
seiiled to his honor the lieutouaut-gnv- 
eruor, re])reseiitiiig that it 18 deairablo 
that the (pieHliuii of jurisdiction botwoou 
the D.iminion iitul provincial govern- 
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to lands betweuu liit;h and low water marks 
and the variuus resi^rves of lands made 
prior to conlederatimi within the province 
shoiihl be permanoully sottled, and reijiK^st- 
ing his honor to take such action as may he 
iiooeKHavy to secure this object. 

TTiH mover aaid that while this might 
bu similar to the previous resolution, tho 
title to tho reaorvi'S were in a stale of 
doubt. Tliere was ■■> desire on tho part of 
thu goveniineiit tu transfer the ('edir 
Hill reserve to the city fur the pur[)Msea 
of .a i)ark, but as they were uncertain of 
tlii.dr power to do ho, the matter should bo 
sellled. 

Hun. Mr. Siiiitho saiil he tliuught the 
resulutiuii was a very proper one tu move. 
In su f.ir aa tho roaorvoa wore concerned, 
ho thought it waa wiao that tho title 
should bo aettlud —whether they wore tho 
hinds of tho Province or the Doniiiiion - 
anil he believed they were tliii pr.iiierty uf 
the I'ruvioce. He u ,as elail lli.it the re.-fu- 
liitiun had been bruught before tliein, and 
wuuld only be loo happy to ai!t in the 
iiiiitle.r. He had di-icnssed the qnestiun, 
while al Ottawa, with the minister of 
justice, but no final duoiaion wiia oouie to. 

Mr. (Ialbraith was pleaaoJ that the 
heiiur;il)le leader had inentiuiied the tact 
that ho had had some discussiuii about 
the (piestion of ownerMlnp uf reserves, as 
he was about to aak that ipiestiuii, for there 
was no inentiup uf it in the correspond- 
once. He liiniaolf thought that these re 
nerves w,;n^ tho property of this Province, 

Mr. I'leitveii asked tho le.tder of tho 
governniunt if the Dominion governinetit- 
had made any c'..ilin to this resorvi^ At 
Codar Hill. 

Hon. Mr. Hniitho said that no formal 
claim had boon entered for any of l.he ro- 
aerve.i, but tho matter was in doubt. 
\'ariuiis legal opinioini were exiirc-ised 
either way on the matter. Tho present 
govermnont took the position that the 
reserves at Cedar Ilil! and al Beacun Hill 
woro under tho jurisdiction of tho pro 
vincial authorities, though it waa gener 
ally uiidoratood that they were under 
Doiuinioii authority. 

Mr. Heaven said that the lato govern 
laent had handed over Mo, icon Hill park 
tn trustees fur tho city of Victoria; and 
he hold tho opinion that Codar Hill was 
ill pruciaely the same position as Beacon 
Hill— tho property of tho provincial au- 
thuritiea. 

Hon. Mr. Stnitho aaid he bulievud tho 
rosucves were tho ^n'oyerty uf thu province. 



[Hear.] However, tho matter was so 
ini.\od ho thought it very desirable that 
the resolution ahould pass and tho owner- 
ship bo finally aettlod. 

The roaolution was carried. 

Cill.VKSH HKsruK-rioN. 

Mr. Duck moved seconded by Mr. Gal- 
braith, That tho roport of tho cominittoe 
uppoiiitcd to draft resolutions for trans- 
mission to tho Dominion govermnont in 
regard to thu restriction of Ohineae immi- 
gration be adopted . 

•Seyeriil ini'nd-.ers objected to thu last 
clause of tho resoliitiun, which asked fur 
restrictivu legislation to "provoiit our 
province from beooming''a portion of tho 
Ohineae empire."

GaI,VI!HT1).S, Tex,, Feb. 23. -Netliiiig 
except meauro ilet.iila of tho killing uf 
United States Marshal Hal Gosling wore 
rocoivod until too late to ho availuhio laat 
night. Tho News' San Antonici s[iecial 
gives the following details of the tragedy : 
Marshal Gosling, accompanied by two 
trusted depntioH, . I. F, Maiming . '11111 . 1. L. 
Loving, was convoying two United .Slates 
prisuiiers from Austin to San .Antonio for 
safe-keeping. The prisoners were .limes 
Pitta and Charles yoager, ivlio have won 
iiotnriety in Lainpaaiui and Burnet cnuii- 
tiea as highwaymen and poatufiicu rubbers, 
Tho olhcors and their prisoners ecciipiod 
sedts in the smoking car, on uppusito 
sides of the cuach. The prisoniirK were 
securely handciilh-d together. Thoy were 
accompanied by Mra. E. A. Drown, grand 
iiiotlior of Pitts, and Mias • Rosa Ycngcr, 
sister of one uf the prisoners. Tho wo- 
men occupied .leata iiuuiodiatoly iu front 
of tho priaoners, who in turn woro os- 
curtod by fuur men occupying soala re- 
moved from thcin. The sinuking-car was 
well filled with pasaengera. Wlioii tho 
train pulleil out at San Marios, two men 
left tlio Biuokur, carrying with tliani a 
leather valise into the aecond-chisa coach 
adjoining. After a short time thoy ro- 
turnod to the smoker, and occupied tho 
sanio Beats, iinniodiatoly in front of the 
priaouora. This maneuver attracted tho 
attention of Marshal Goslin and doputios, 
who oyod tho prisoners closely , until they 
became satisfied that all was well. Tho 
prisoiiora and women were affuotionato in 
their demonstrations, butuo more so than 
thoy had been before the maneuver muii- 
tioned.

Tbo first intimation that anything wrong 
was going on was tho sharp roport ot a [lis- 
tol. This was followed by a rapid diachar).!0 
of slintH which tilled the coacli with a ileiiHo 
smoke, in the rifts of which tho priiiouerH 
were nuliced to be moving toward the oji- 
posito side where seats were occujiied I'y 
Ciusliog and his deputies. Thu lirst evi- 
dently missed till' marshal, lie waa iu the 
net of drawing a pistol, and while rising to 
his foot a second shot rent tho air, rami 
Himultauuous with the crack of tho gun the 
giiUnut marshal fell forward, with his he:id 
into the i»Ie and his weapon drawn, pinion- 
ing Deputy Manning for a timo to ilie Hoat. 
lieforo the deputy could free himsnlf from 
his chief he received a ball in tho noclt and 
one iu the shoulder. Cli^aring the st-iits 
Maiiiiiiig look u pusitioii in front of the 
dour lo ])re\eut escape uf iirisuners by Unit 
out. ,\fter ho had tued every ahul in his 
Iiistol he ilehberately drew a-pencil and l)u- 
giiii to remove the expluded shells fiuiu his 
six-shooter, while the prisoners were pop- 
periug away at him. 

Deputy Loving backed to the roar door 
of the car, firing whenever a glimpso of 
tho prisoners waa to be had through llio 
Bin.iko. Tho prisoners rushed en to tho 
rear, forcing Loving to the platform of the 
sleeper, when the deputy llreil the last 
shut aa the dcsperudoou jumped from tho 
train. Tho train was iu full mutinn. Ah 
thoy struck the ground Col. iMayliold, of 
Helena, Carnoa county, who was in thu 
end of iho hrat claan coach, lired ii wull- 
diroctod sh-jt at the pri.-.onerii, a.i did 
Cnndtictor Georgo N'V". Fuwler, who who 
attracted by the smoke to tho tiring. 

A HliUNi; (iK CO.NI'HISIO.S. 

The priauniira made oil' in ft unrtherly 
direction, up a lane four miles north of 
New Hrauidela. Pitts ia prohumod to bo 
wuundod, aa Yoager was almost dragging 
him when they wore lost seen in tho 
lane. 

Tho train, afli^r a delay uf thrive nr four 
secunds, was stupjied. .-N 11 was cuuf iision . 
The coach waa tilled with the smell of 
blood and powdor fumes. Inve.itigatioti 
rovBalod that Marahal Gosling win dead, 
lying on hia face on tho seat occtipietl hy 
him before tho firing. Tho fatal h.ill took 
efreot in tho roar of thu head, hurying 
itHolf in tho brain just buck of the forn- 
hoad. Mrs. Drown, Pills' grandniot her, 
was lying near, aliniiat dead, shot in tho 
ftuinach, and in groat agony. Misa 
Yeager, sister of one of the priaoiiuis, 
Wiia found in an unconscious statu in thn 
seat rocontly occupied hy the iiriuoiiera, 
shot through thu log below tho knee, 
Doputy Marshal Manning waa powder - 
burnt in tho faoo and shot iu tho neck 
and shoulder. 

Two shots had gone through tho fi nil- 
class coach, (mo of which graxod tho head 
uf a lady, who was thrown into a swoon. 
Tho rear of tho smoker was riddled with 
bullots. Tho train stopped within -100 
yards of tho lane thniiigh which thu 
prisoners woro lleoing. Tho deputy 
inarahala had reloaded their flix-fihooteia 
by this time, when Loving was called to 
tho assistance of Conductor Fowlor, who 
had tho four nioii mentiuiied iiiidnr arrest, 
while Manning aturtcil in ]nir.siiit of tho 
dojparadoes. His stroiigth, however, 
failed him, from luia of blood, and bo 
was taken aboard thu train, which pulled 
out for Now Br.iunfels, whoru tho wound, 
od women aud fbiir priBotiors Arbro disom- 



barked aud lodged iu jail. Tho remains 
of Marahal -Gosling, aeooupaDied by 
Deputy Manning, wore taken to San 
Antonio. The wounds of Manning are 

Borious, but not necessarily fatal. 

THE TllAaKDY COMPLl-:rE. 

PoBsoa have loft Austin and San An- 
tonio for the sceiio of the tragedy, to aid 
In tho capture of tho desperadoes, while 
deputy Loving organized a party at Now 
Hrauiifela hut night, and iiiatantly »tarted 
in pursuit, which found thu dead body of 
Pitts u short diatancu up tho lano from 
tile sceno - of tru^ody, and cuiiiu upon 
Yoagor, eight n'iloa distant, who gave 
light, but waa pierced by three balls fired 
by the posse and disabled. Ho was talceu 
to Now Braunfels, whore he diod. The 
four mou under nrrust are confederates of 
tho dead desponidoeB. 

Mrs. Drown, grajidmolhor of Pitta, died 
al 3 il. m. iu jail at Newprannf»Is, In frune 
agony. Pitts waa M-oniidodln Inur dlffdienl 
places, three of which -a-oro mortal. I'hoj, 
lit tlio request of Mrs. Drown, weru buried 
side by sido to-day. Miss Rosa Voagor. to- 
gothor with tho wife of Pitta aud tho wife 
of hor brother, aro inoaroBratod in the 
second story of the juil, while the maleoon- 
foderatos are iucarournted in lover cells of 
the jail at Now Braunfels, whero they will 
be hold until talk ot lynching siihsidua. 

Deputy Manning, who nnide the' gnllant 
fight against the ilciporiidocs, is Ijiug In a 
precarious condition. .Marshal QuBling will 
bo buried to-morrow ut San Auiomo witil 
iiiilitiiry and civio hoiiorH.

tian pa.Mtors, .seeln.g tho strife of habit 
with coii.seleiuie, should neck for the golden 
mean tMjlwcen lleoiisn and prohiliitlon. 
They acted upon tlu! iirlnclplc Ihallhougli 
there musl be unity In usscnllals, there 
should lie liberty In nou-cs-sentlals, and 
lovo in all thiiiLiH. They took wlial was 
good 111 the Hniniiu liolidavs and associ 
ato<l It with the birthday festival of Illm 
who camo to bring peace on earth and 
good-will to men.

In 
tno next picture, the merchant sneozos like 
a gdod fellow, Tho nobleman remains in 
bis seat. Ho pays no attention whatever 
to tho suoczlng of iho vulgar merchant, 
'but the mechanic and tho peasant recog- 
nizing that tJio merchant ranks them n.s 
far as social status i.'i concerned, arise, 
and go through tho unusual fornuila. 
When the mechanic sneezes in the ne.\t 
picture, the nobleman and the merchant 
are utterly oblivious to hia recovery, and 
the iHiasanl alone says Zur Ctenesung, and 
finally, when tho peasant, who is at the 
bottom of tho social ladder, snoo/es, no- 
body says a word, or appears to caro a 
com whether ho recovers or not.
